It is only in'"this epistle to those 


wfrtun lie calls babes and carnal Chris- 
tians'that he makes any reference to 
the matter of "tongues" which some 
believers mukt? so much of in our day, 
and wlien he does mention tUem they 
are last on the list and In connection 
with the interpretation of tougues 
(chapter xii, 7, 10, 23). He also says, 
"Let him that spcaketli in an unknown 
tongue pray thut he may Interpret," 
and "I had: rather^speak flve words 
with my nuclei-standing; thut I might 
teach others afso, than toil thousand 
words iii an unknown tongue" (chapter 
xlv, 13,10). The more excellent way of 
Love lie sets before us in our lesson 
chapter. The greiit chapter on Faith is 
Heb. xi, where the word is used over 
twenty times. The great chapter on 
Hope is Horn, viii, and this Is one of 
the groat Love chapters, hut as to tha 
nse of the word,-if we include the verb 
and thu noun "beloved," it is found In 
I John iv about thirty times, wliilo In 
John slv and our lesson chapter it is 
used DIDO times in each, if I have 
counted correctly.

It is now over a month'1 that the 


great French-British "sweep"..on 
the Somme was started which was 
to bring the end of the.war- by a 
rush to the Rhine. ' 'On a , front 
length of about 25 miles , they 
have teen able to advance three 
miles but thevGermari lines remain 
intact. They have paid for'this 
small gain with 350,000 men. Our 
losses are light in comparison :to 
theirs. The'slowness of their ad- 
vance has enabled us to-erect new 
works behind our former lines as 
strong as the lost .ones. ,. At Ver- 
dun we have captured as much 
ground again than they have tak- 
en on the Somme."

This statement was issued by. 


the German staff on August 1, the 
second anniversary of the "French 
declaration of war: on Germany. 
It illustrates the situation on the 
Somme. 


There was another Sunday bat- 


tle. Berlin says: "The 
enemy's 


attacks were 
everywhere 
re- 


pulsed with very heavy losses to 
him. He did not gain a foot of 
ground.' We captured. 12 officers, 
769 men and 13 machine guns in 
a counter attack." 


On Tuesday the British war of- 


fice reported the situation virtual- 
ly unchanged since; the battle: 


TVednesday.it claimed.that Qer- 


man attacks near Bazentin on the 
Bapaume road and at Lihons, 
where the French face the Gar- 
maii lines west of Chaulnes and 
south'-of Peronne, had. been re- 
pulsed. In Chaulnes the .Germans 
have their big etappe depots for 
this part of the front, Lihons is a 
French junction point.
